THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 





_ To the inhabitants of the Town of Piermont, in the County of 
Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall in said Pier- 
mont on Tuesday, the 8th day of March next, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriations for the 
same. 


3. To raise and appropriate money to maintain Highways and 
Bridges. 


4. To raise and appropriate money for State Aid and new Con- 
struction on Lake Tarleton Road. 


5. To raise and appropriate money for State Aid and new Con- 
struction of Bridge on Lake Tarleton Road. 


6. To raise and appropriate money for Cemeteries. 
7. To raise and appropriate money to maintain Street Lights. 
8. To raise and appropriate money for the support of Library. 


9. To raise and appropriate money for the support of the Fire 
Department. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for a portable pump for the Fire Department. 


11. To raise and appropriate money for the relief of poor and 
old age assistance. 


12. To raise and appropriate money for Memorial Day and 
choose committees for same. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to petition the State Tax Com- 
mission to have an audit made by the Division of Municipal Ac- 
counting, and to make an appropriation to cover the expense of 
such audit. 


14. To raise and appropriate to the White Mountains Region 
Association, for its program of advertising, etc., as a part of the 
cooperative investment by regional towns, an amount equal to 
10c per $1,000 of the assessed valuation of the town for 1948. 
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15. To raise and appropriate money for Pine Blister Rust Con- 
trol, with State Aid. The State asks for $400.00. 


16. Tosee if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to distribute 
the inventory blanks at the time they examine the taxable property. 


17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to adminis- 
ter or dispose of any real estate acquired by Town through Tax 
Collector’s deeds or otherwise. 


18. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


19. To raise and appropriate money to paint the Town Hall 
and repair windows in same. 


20. To see if the Town will throw up unused roads between 
Henry Noyes’s and John Simpson’s, inclusive, where new con- 
struction is now complete; also what will be unused road on John 
Simpson’s and Chester French’s when the new construction is com- 
pleted and revert this land to adjoining land owners. 

To see if the Town will throw up the south end of the so 
called Old North and South Road ending at the Clay Hollow Road 
subject to gates and bars. 

To see if the Town will vote to throw up the road from the 
Clark Lane Road to the Piermont-Orford Town line. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
execute and deliver to New England Power Company such agree- 
ments, contracts or other instruments which they, in their judg- 
ment, may deem necessary and proper in relation to those portions 
of the town highways, roads, bridges, culverts, sewers, drains and 
other property which will be affected by the construction and 
operation of the so-called Wilder Project by New England Power 
Company. 


22. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore said meeting.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Your local organization to prevent and extinguish brush and 
woods fires is glad to report a good year of forest protection in 
1948. In spite of danger conditions nearly equalling at times those 
of 1947 when great losses were suffered in New Hampshire and 
New England, fire damage and loss this year have been gratify- 
ingly low. 

With the continuing cooperation of all the people, we can hope 
to have another successful year in 1949. Let us remember that in 
any year, over 90 per cent of all fires are caused by carelessness 
and that all of these man-caused fires are preventable. 

Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland than for many 
years in the past. Smokers, campers and tourists who use our out- 
doors are also more numerous than ever before. We must therefore 
be ready for fires which might occur, but, above all, prevention by 
everyone is the greatest need. 


A few simple precautions taken by every citizen will help, as 
follows: 


1. Always get a written permit from the warden before kindling 
a fire outdoors when the ground is not covered with snow. 


2. If you smoke, always extinguish matches and tobacco before 
dropping or throwing them down. In automobiles, always 
use the ash trays. 


3. Report fires and smokes to the warden without delay. 


The observance of these and other simple rules will go far to 
insure safety from fire damage and your cooperation in this way 
is earnestly solicited.

TEACHERS AND PUPILS 


It is a pleasure to report that there was no change in the teaching 
staff this year, as both Mrs. Bowker and Mrs. Bowles returned 
and are continuing the good work of the preceding year. The School 
Lunch program is being efficiently continued under the super- 
vision of Mrs. Florence Robbins. Piermont is receiving much 
favorable publicity in the State due to its excellent lunch program. 
Both the citizens and School Board are to be commended for their 
efforts in making this program so completely successful. 

The enrollment of elementary pupils, age 6-16, this year totals 
60. The 1948 census shows an increase of three next year, of 
eleven in 1951, and of three more in 1952, making a total enroll- 
ment in 1952 of 77 pupils. This presents a serious problem as the 
school is at capacity this year. However, should the Co-operative 
School Project become a reality, this problem would be solved, as 
the new school unit would include Grades VII through XII. The 
ten to fifteen 7th and 8th graders going to such a secondary school 
unit would leave sufficient room for grades 1 through 6 in the 
present building. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


The building being in good condition, little repair work was 
necessary during the past year. Minor repairs were made to the 
heating plant, that the new kitchen might be better heated, and 
general cleaning was done throughout the building. 

A more sanitary toilet system is recommended in the form of 
flush closets, but under the present high costs, it seems advisable 
to postpone this major item. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


The report of the Co-operative Secondary School District Com- 
mittee, composed of the members of the School Board, Mrs. 
Florence Robbins, and Mrs. Helen Underhill, will be made at 
the District meeting, March 8. The findings of this committee 
show a need for such a Co-operative District. Many facts sub- 
stantiate for such a premise, a few of which I present for your 
consideration: 

1. A secondary school with less than 300 pupils cannot be 
economically administered. The proposed school would en- 
roll 350-400 pupils, grades VII-XIT. 

2. A small secondary unit cannot offer a program of sufficient 
scope to meet the varying interests of the majority of its 
students. The proposed school should include such additional 
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practical courses as the following: Vocational Agriculture; 
Cabinet making; Sheet Metal work; Shop Mathematics; 
Distributive Education; Paper-hanging; Dress Designing; 
and Beauty Culture. 

3. The small local secondary units necessitate duplication of 

instructors on the staff. 

The secondary school, to be effective as an educative institution, 
should offer a curriculum that will enrich our children’s ability to 
do a better job in a complicated society. This can only be done 
by a school unit of sufficient size to include a faculty competent 
to offer a varied program. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to express my appreciation to the members of the School 
Board for their help in the administration of school affairs, to the 
residents of the district for their efforts on behalf of education, 
and to the teachers for their loyal and conscientious service.
